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Odds 2-100 You ll Be Crime Victim This Year

If 
there are IOO people on your 
block chances are two of you 
will be murdered, raped, robbed 
or beaten in the coming year. 
And if somebody pulls a weap­ 
on you, it probably will be a 
gun. 
These are key facts in the 


FBI's annual Uniform Crime 
Reports, a volume of data sup­ 
plied by law enforcement agen­ 
cies across the nation. 
It was released Monday with 
a message from FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover calling for “great 
social action to prevent and 
abort more careers in crime.” 


The report contained for the 
first time a detailed compilation 
of murders by firearms in all 
states between 1962 and 1967. 
The statistics show a signifi­ 
cantly higher incidence of mur­ 
der by firearms in states with­ 
out strict gun controls than in 
those few that have such con­ 


trols—a showing in keeping with 
Hoover’s 
long-time 
campaign 
for federal gun controls. 
One of the most startling sta­ 
tistics was the figure on crime 
for the decade, showing an 89 
per cent increase in serious 
crime in the nation since 1960, 
with a rise in crimes of violence 
of 73 per cent. 


Serious 
crime—there 
were 
more than 3.8 million serious of­ 
fenses committed—rose 16 per 
cent in 1967 over 1966. the report 
said. Nearly 500,000 of these se­ 
rious crimes were classified as 
crimes of violence. 
Firearms were used in 63 per 
cent of all murders. In 1966, gun 


murders amounted to less than 
half—47 per cent—of all homi­ 
cides. There were also ll per 
cent more murders last year 
than in the previous 12 months, 
the report said. 
The police batting average in 
solving crime fell by 8 per cent, 
and 
Hoover 
expressed 
some 


concern over the reason the re­ 
port gave for the slippage. 
He blamed court decision* 
which he said restricted police 
investigative and enforcement 
practices, plus the increase in 
workload for police not related 
to crime, and understrength po­ 
lice forces.

PRAGUE *AP) — President I stration 
Ludvik Svoboda told the Czecho- lion. 
slovak people today that the na­ 
tion’s liberal course will contin­ 
ue on the path established with 
the January ouster of former 
President Antonin Novotny. 
The Warsaw Pact troops now 
occupying the country will be 
withdrawn gradually, he said in 
a nationwide radio.address after 
returning from Moscow'. 
“We wish to continue to devel­ 
op a Socialist order, strengthen 
its 
humanistic, 
democratic 
character as expressed in the 
action program of the Commu­ 
nist party and rn the declaration 
of the government,” Svoboda 
said. 
Build Country 
“We wish to continue with the 
entire national front to build our 
country as the home of the 
working people. 
“From 
these 
Intentions we 
shall not budge even one step. 
We shall naturally not admit its 
abuse by those to whom the in­ 
terests of socialism are alien.” 
He told of basic agreement 
with the Soviet Union and its al­ 
lies on “the gradual, complete 
withdrawal” of their troops, and 
added: “Until that time their 
presence is a political reality.” 
As he spoke, Soviet tanks were 
pulling 
back 
from 
strategic 
points in Prague, but they re­ 
mained nearby. 
Troop Withdrawals 
The Soviet Union announced 
today the Moscow conferees had 
agreed on conditions for troop 
withdrawals “as the situation in 
Czechoslovakia normalizes.” 
Svoboda headed a Czechoslo­ 
vak delegation that held four 
days of talks in Moscow with So­ 
viet leaders. He and his delega­ 
tion, including Alexander Dub- 
cek. the reformist Communist 
party 
leader, 
returned

Plague early today. 
Censorship Renewed 
Informed sources said possi­ 
bly as many as 100,000 Soviet 
troops would remain in Czecho­ 
slovakia, at least for a while, 
with orders not to interfere in 
the country’s internal affairs. 
Even such reforms as press 
freedom might be left intact, 
they said, but the Free Czech 
Radio said censorship would ap­ 
ply once more to all matters 
concerning

WASHINGTON ( AP> — For­ 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen-1 guarded

The irregularity at no time 
Monday reached the stage of 
ventricular fibrillation or flut­ 
tering action that has occurred 
IO times since his seventh attack 
Aug. 16 and poses his biggest 
threat. 
The fibrillation can leave the 
blain without oxygen-rich blood 
and cause death if not stopped 
quickly.

Pollution Kills 
Coho Planting 
At Menominee 


MENOMINEE — Pollution, 
dams and warm w ater have 
made the Menominee River un­ 
fit for the planting of coho 
salmon, the county board of 
supervisors has been advised 
by the Michigan Conservation 
Department. 
Ludwig Frankenberger, Crys­ 
tal Falls, fish biologist for the

When the Republicans held their national 
convention at Miami Beach recently there was 
widespread comment that the setting for such 
a national policy making conclave was pretty far 
out from reality.

Tile manhole covers in the streets 
have been secured, there are riot-trained troops 
nearby, and the flower people and more desperate 
characters are on notice that Mayor Dick Daley 
won’t stand for any rough stuff. 
Daley is one of the strangest things at the 
unhappy convention. He is the last of the great 
political bosses and he’s both an anachronism 
and a master manipulator. The best judgment 
seems to be that he has been too successful in 
his subjugation of the Negroes who compose 30 
per cent of the population of the metropolis, and 
that eventually the lid that he has kept on an 
explosive situation will blow up in Chicago.

Daley was a poor Irish boy, bom in a time 
when the Irish were regarded as not lace curtain 
people in Protestant America. He still lives in 
the same neighborhood in which he was bom 
and in the same house in which he has lived all 
his married life. He attends early Mass daily and 
his friends are the same small group of men 
that he has always known. He’s an associate of 
the great now, of course, as the ruler of Chicago, 
but that’s association and not friendship. 
He’s the master of the Democratic party 
machinery that gave him his power and it oper­ 
ates on loyalty, step by step work toward the 
top, and it keeps a great army of hacks in public 
office, but Daley is no hack, he is a very hard 
working politician.

He has managed to develop an ambidextrous­ 
ness that defies sense but which still works in 
Chicago, convincing enough of the citizens that 
he is honest w hile convincing the politicians that 
he’ll tolerate clean graft (insurance, real estate, 
etc.) if it doesn’t em harass him.

His religion has been 
descried as pie-ecumenical, concerned with in­ 
dividual sin and not social sin.

People Don't Understand Educational^ Change 
Schools Can't Win 
All Public Battles 


School districts should be pre­ 
pared to report the facts — un­ 
favorable as well as favorable 
— if they are interested in an 
effective public relations 
pro­ 
gram. 
This advice was offered by 
two af the major speakers at 
the annual seminar of the Na­ 
tional School Public Relations 
Association in San Francisco. 
Bernard E. Donovan, superin­ 
tendent of the New York City 
public schools, told 
the 
250 
school public relations special­ 
ists attending the seminar that 
their job is “to portray the truth 
as it exists and not to gloss ov­ 
er the weaknesses of a school 
system.” 
The goal of the public rela­ 
tions specialist, he said, is en­ 
tirely different from 
what 
it 
used to be. “He is no longer an 
apologist for the superintendent 
or for the school system but ra­ 
ther an interpreter of the ac­ 
tions that take place every day 
on the local school and commu­ 
nity level. His business.” Dono­ 
van said, “is to explain, not to 
excuse; to clarify, not to ob­ 
fuscate.”

Francis Keppel, chairman at 
the General Learning Corp., and 
U. S. commissioner of educa­ 
tion in the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion. stressed the need for re­ 
porting the results of schooling, 
no matter how depressing they 
might be. “Facts in time bring 
public support,” he declared. 
‘"Hie publication of reading 
and other scores, 
school 
by 
school and grade by grade by 
the New York City Board of 
Education had a far more pro­ 
found impact, it seems to me, 
than is generally recognized,” 
Keppel said. “The parents had 
some hard facts to use in their 
demands for reform. What they 
had learned by observat;on and 
sensed by instinct was now 
spread on the record for all to 
see. Data of this sort,” he con­ 
tinued, “is not just an injxit to 
policy formulation: it is a mo­ 
tivating force to parents and 
citizen as well. As such it is 
an essential ingredient to the 
relations 
between the educa­ 
tional bureaucracy and the com­ 
munity.” 
Keppel admitted that a case 
can be made against the col­ 
lection and dissemination of such 
data on the ground that the pub­ 
lic will not understand the com­ 
plexity of educational data or 
what children have learned and 
that educators will be unfairly 
blamed for so-called “bad” re­ 
sults. “Undeniably, this is a 
danger.” he said. “But the lack 
of such data has 
proven, 
it 
seems to me. to be a graver risk. 
The sense that the schools have 
failed the children of minority 
groups is widespread, and facts 
are a lot better than rumors.”

Howard C. Seymour, superin­ 
tendent of the Phoenix, Ariz., 
school 
district, 
warned 
that 
school personnel “must be avail­ 
able to interpret, not to defend.” 
The school 
public 
relations 
specialist, he added, must have 
an absolute respect for the truth. 
“He must be candid in his ap­ 
praisals, accurate in his obser­ 
vations, and frank with regrets. 
lf he falls into the trap of de­ 
fensiveness.” Seymour said, “he 
must understand that he sig­ 
nificantly reduces a positive im­ 
age of education which he Is ex­ 
pected to convey. He must be 
willing to take his ‘lumps’ when 


a failure or a breakdown has 
occurred.” 
The school staff should trust 
the reporter, Seymour advised. 
In addition, “school personnel 
must recognize that they cannot 
‘win them all’; they cannot ex­ 
pect that their words and their 
deeds will be presented to the 
public just as they would wish 
it. This is difficult for school 
administrators and teachers to 
accept. But if school personnel 
are 
smart.” 
Seymour 
said, 
“they will criticize only the most 
extreme of misquotes, misin­ 
terpretations, 
ar 
misinforma­ 
tion. To refute every alleged er­ 
ror is to dilute the importance 
of criticizing the most glaring.” 
Seymour said mutual trust is 
developed “by close and fre­ 
quent contact of school men and 
representatives of the news me­ 
dia. I make a special effort to 
know the reporters, cameramen, 
and news teams. We schedule a 
weekly news conference at an 
established hour . . . In so do­ 
ing I get to know them, to learn 
what they look for, how- they re­ 
act — yes, and what to feed 
them.”

specialist, Seymour said, must 
be the confidant and alter-ego 
of the chief school executive. In­ 
stead of trying “to over-sell his 
boss, he will translate his ideas 
to a hopefully receptive public. 
He must attend 
staff 
confer­ 
ences, major 
policy 
making 
groups, meetings of the board 
of education; he must be close 
to decision making, and be care­ 
fully alert to the implications of 


these decisions upon the gen­ 
eral public. 
“There must be no holds bar­ 
red between the chief executive 
officer and his communication 
officer,” Seymour said. 
“This 
person must be given unlimited 
freedom to be critical, not alone 
of programs, but of the manner 
in which the chief executive of­ 
ficer either has planned or has 
acted.” 
Forbes Bottomry, superintend­ 
ent af the Seattle public schools, 
said the “educational establish­ 
ment, instead of fighting the bat­ 
tles in the same old way, must 
shake itself up and take new 
medicine through the vitality of 
student activism and the in­ 
volvement of creative 
profes­ 
sionals who have not in the past 
been part of the establishment.” 
Bottomlv claimed that black 
power influence 
already 
has 
caused 
major 
curriculum re­ 
forms. “A political militancy 
which brings a coalition of youth 
and determined elements of the 
establishment to the problems of 
reforming 
archaic 
local 
and 
state taxing systems holds pro­ 
mise of bringing changes which 
special 
interest 
groups 
have 
blocked for years,” he predicted. 
“Instead of rioting, sit-ins, or 
lock-ins, imagine the positive in­ 
fluence of 20,000 students, par­ 
ents and teachers marching Mi 
the state legislature for lawful 
and equitable reasons. Such po­ 
litical action will be required to 
tear down artificial legal bar­ 
riers which separate city from 
suburban 
districts,” 
Bottomly 
predicted.

WASHINGTON (AP* — Liv­ 
ing costs rose one half of one 
per cent in July, matching the 
June jump and recording the 
sharpest two-month increase in 
l l years, the Labor Department 
reported today.

Food prices 
also rose, but less than usual for 
July. 
The July consumer price in­ 
dex at 121.5 was 4.3 per cent 
higher than a year ago.

Historic Patient

with a transplanted liver longer 
than anyone known to science, 
died of cancer Monday evening 
at the University of Colorado 
M edical Center. 
“ It was a blessing," said her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John C. 
Rodriguez of Pueblo, Colo. “She 
had suffered so much. I’m glad 
God cam e and picked her up,” 
said her father. 
At 2, the pretty, wide-eyed lit­ 
tle girl was too young to know 
that by surviving more than 13 
months after the transplant she 
offered hope to uncounted vic­ 
tim s of otherw ise term inal liver 
ailm ents. 
Julie’s new liver had 
func­ 
tioned well since it was implant­ 
ed on July 23. 1967. The donor 
was a child who had died of 
causes that left the liver undam­ 
aged. 
But cancer, which destroyed 
Julie's own liver by the tim e she 
was a year old, appeared else­ 
where in her body Several addi­ 
tional operations failed to curb 
it, and several weeks ago, just 
before the first anniversary of 
the 
transplant, 
the 
parents 
learned there was no hope.
